— In spito of the tro- 
iiioiidous pressure that has been brought 
to hoar U|)()n Mr. Frank Hufjh O'DonuoU, 
formorly v'ioo-pi'usiik'iit of iliu iiomc nilo 
confoderatidii, lo imliiee liim to iyiiore 
the attacks of tlio 7'/»ie.s a-.iil aliaii(l"ii his 
action against tliat impor for lilii?!, jiio- 
coeuing.s are boinij pressed with vij^cr uinl 
threaten to iiivolve| thu untire home rulo 
piirlianientary coiitingont. Mr. O'Don- 
iioll atroiiLjly objects to beint^ chvsaed witli 
dyiiiimitors iiinl iiimdoreis and iiatunilly 
looks to those wlio are perfectly coiii|ie- 
tont to do so to come fiirvvanl and I'efuti; 
the accu.satioiLS made aijainst hiui. That
